As members of a free, democratic 
and multicultural nation, Canadians 
are often challenged during the 
Christmas season when it comes to 
including or excluding religious 
symbolism.

Details of the new 
regional governance structure will 
be available early in 2003.”

Calling London, one last time 


IT'S RARELY MUCH OF A SUR- 
prise when rock ‘n rollers die before 
their time, but the death of former 
Clash singer/guitarist Joe Strummer 
came as a profound shock to the 
music world. Strummer had certain- 
ly lived hard and fast for a few years 
during the Clash’s late-’70s heyday, 
but he'd slowed down a long time 
ago and was seemingly in good 
health when he succumbed to sud- 
den heart attack on December 23rd 
at the age of 50. In fact, over the past 
four years, Strummer had been 
increasingly active and enjoying 
something of a creative renaissance. 

Strummer was born John Graham 
Mellor in Ankara, Turkey and spent 
his early years living in Mexico City, 
Cypress and Cairo before settling 
permanently in England. He picked 
up the name “Joe Strummer” busk- 
ing in the London subway as a teen, 
and after brief and moderate success 
fronting a pub-rock band known as 
the 10lers, Strummer teamed up 
with fellow guitarist/singer Mick 
Jones, bassist Paul Simonon and 
drummer Terry Chimes to form the 
Clash in 1976. Chimes was soon 
replaced by Nicky “Topper” 
Headon, cementing the band’s clas- 
sic lineup. 

Across six albums, including their 
riotous 1977 self-titled debut and 
their groundbreaking and ambitious 
1979 double-album, London Calling, 
the Clash helped change the face of 
popular music. They gave punk- 
rock a conscience, and in turn, 
helped transform it from a bizarre, 
fringe movement into global musical 
phenomenon, influencing everyone 
from No Doubt and Rage Against 
the Machine to Sting and the Indigo 
Girls, along the way. Their 1984 
album, Combat Rock, produced their 
biggest hit, “Rock The Casbah,” but 
their commercial success was fol- 
lowed by a bitter break-up. Jones 
and Headon were dismissed from 
the band and Strummer soldiered on 
for one more unremarkable album, 
before shuttering the Clash for good 
in 1986. 

F After the band’s dissolution and 
e subsequent lukewarm reception 
for a pair of solo efforts in the late- 
‘80s, Strummer all but disappeared 
for most of the ‘90s, ing up only 
occasionally to pen the odd song for 
a friend, play a one-off gig for chari- 
zig to work with influential Irish 
- folk-punk oddballs, the Pogues. 
Then, in late 1999, he on eee 
with a new backing band, the 
Mescaleros and a new album, Rock 
Art & the X-Ray Style. But rather than 
grasp sadly at his fo: 





In the days leading up to his 
death, Strummer had been at work 
on anew album with the Mescaleros 
and had also co-written a song 
called “48864” with U2 frontman 
Bono and former Eurythmic Dave 
Stewart, which honored Nelson 
Mandela. 

In this interview, conducted late 
in 2001, Strummer was kind and 
good-humored, looking back with- 
out anger at his the long shadow 
that his days with the Clash had cast, 
not just on the rest of his career, but 
on his whole life. 


It’s been about 15 years since the 
Clash split up. Can you look back 
now and pinpoint where it started 
to fall apart? 

Well, Combat Rock were very difficult 
sessions. There was a bit of friction. 
When friction builds up people stop 
communicating — or maybe that’s 
the cause of friction — but whatever 
itis, the result is people don’t tell 
each other what they think anymore. 
Then you're really in bad water. 

And we couldn’t get out of it. I think 
that kind of finished us off. 
Ironically, Combat Rock was 
your most successful album 
in America. Was that 
kind of coming at an 
odd time in that, as 
you said, the band 
itself was starting 
to splinter? 
Yeah. 
Sometimes, 
when I look 
back, I think 
that when 
you're strug- 
gling to get 
somewhere, 
it holds you 
together. But 


Kind of blew us 
apart because we 
figured we must . 
have reached the top 
of the mountain. And 
then the struggle wasn’t 
keeping us together any- 
more. The unity of the struggle. 
Plus, we'd done too much in too 
short a time. And you look back and 
think, “Aw, hell it wouldn't have 
hurt to take a few years off.” I'm 
sure we could have afforded it. But 
when you're hot, you're hot. It was 
all sort of go, go, go. I often think 
that would have saved Kurt Cobain 
as well. 

Did it simply not occur to anyone at 
the time to take time off? Was there 


Which, in hindsight, you think, “So 
fucking what? We could have hung 
with the dude.” But I guess, at the 
time, no one knew anything about 
heroin. And then me being burned 
out, [allowed Bernie and Kosmo to 
tilt my hand and fire Mick Jones, 
because it wasn’t any fun anymore 
to be around him. So we fired him 
and Bernard and Kosmo hired these 
other guys. So, really, I became a 
plaything in their hands. And | 
blame myself. I should have realized 
what was going on. I was burned- 
out though. I was absolutely 
exhausted. That’s my only excuse. 
So do you think that album ended 
up being a reflection of all that? 
Yeah, and also Bernard Rhodes 
wanted to really take over, big-time. 
He wanted to be the producer even. 
And et that happen. Everything 
was wrong. There was no vibe, it 
was all Bernard's ego. Everything 
was wrong. 

In retrospect, do you wish you'd 
just called it quits after Combat 
Rock? 

Yeah, definitely. But then again, you 
can’t have it the way you want it 
really. You've got to accept the way 
it was. And that’s what happened. 
But yeah, that would have been a 
sweeter way to end.

going on and on, when it hit me: this 
isn’t bad. 
After the Clash, you did a sound- 
track and a solo album, Earthquake 
Weather, then pretty much retired 
from making music for about 10 
years. What pushed you out of 
music? 
I think this is when I decided to quit: 
just after Earthquake Weather came 
out, we were playing aw ay’ across 
the States and really sweating it out 
every night. You know how 
exhausting it is on tour anyway, and 
we were really kind of giving it 
everything. Then, when we hit New 
York City, a guy came into the dress- 
ing room after the show — we were 
sitting there, gasping for breath — 
and he said, “Hey Joe, I'm sorry but 
I've got to tell you that I went to 
Tower Records in Greenwich Villa ge 
to buy the record and they didn’t 
have a copy.” 
It must have felt like a far cry from 
the days of London Calling, when it 
Was such an event when you guys 
put out albums and came to town. 
Yeah, absolutely. [Laughs] It was the 
complete opposite. But you've got to 
look at clouds from both sides now, 
as Judy Collins said. But I just real- 
ized that if | couldn’t even get my 
record into Tower Records in 
Greenwich Village the very night 
that the tour hit New York — never 
mind Poughkeepsie or Oswego 
—I thought, “Well, you better 
retire yourself boy!” That's 
what I said to myself. 
And also, my parents 
died and my wife 
gave birth to chil- 
dren. Suddenly

“WHAT DID THESE GUYS DO, 
MAKE 

a pact not to live past 50?” read one 
of the many personal emails that 
began to my flood inbox following 
the: news of Joe Strummer’s death. 
So it seems. The generation that 
called for the purging of our idols 
(‘no Elvis, Beatles, or the Rolling 
Stones” snarled Strummer on 
“1977,” two years before the more 
infamous declaration that “phony 
Beatlemania has bitten the dust” 
from “London Calling” )— two 
Ramones (Joey and Dee Dee) and 
now Joe, have all passed on. Oddly, 
they neither burned out (although 
arguments could be made in Dee 
Dee's case), nor faded away. They 
all succumbed to whatever ailed 
them prematurely, though not early 
enough to achieve the live fast, die 
young youth that would have guar- 
anteed /damned them with candle- 
light vigils and memorial velvet 
wall hangings. 

But we're mourning anyway 
Quiet, numb, and accompanied by a 
sense of resignation that the culture 
of rock and rol! — dangerous, reck- 
less, and alive — has passed on to 
whatever the new generation of 
insolent mall rats has deigned it to 
be. And cool as you might think you 
are, if you're more than a couple of 
years past puberty, then you're nof 
part of it. 

Sure these heroes of the blank 
generation still clunked around in 
the pop-culture consciousness in 
recent years, releasing journeyman 


(read: not completely embarrassing) 
solo records (once again Dee Dee 
may be cause for some debate). But 
reaily, it was their simple presence 
that counted, reminding us that per- 
haps the time of rock and roll music 
that could change your world forev- 
er really wasn’t all ‘that long ago 
(and maybe could still be again). 

Of course, there were always 
naysayers who insisted that the 
promise of punk was false to begin 
with, but most of them were from 
the previous generation, convinced 
that the torch had been snuffed per- 
manently as their generational icons 
became irrelevant or silent. 

And so it goes, although it’s still 
hard to imagine the eulogies to be 
penned for the genius of Chad 
Kroeger or Fred Durst — luckily I 
just might be old enough not to be 
around to hear them. But for those 
who dismissed Strummer and the 
Clash’s pinko-politics because of 
their middle-class backgrounds 
(and there were many), Lester 
Bangs succinctly stated the case for 
the defense when he wrote, “Joe 
Strummer is a fake. That only puts 
him in there with Dylan and Jagger 
and Townshend and most of the 
other great rock songwriters, 
because almost all of them were 
fakes.” 

But what a great act it was. | recall 
the first time I held that self-titled 
Clash LP in my hands: the world lit- 
erally changed, as it did for so many 
others. Hell, the transformation took 
place before the vinyl was even out 
of the sleeve: that Xerox-style photo 
of Paul Simonon, Mick Jones and 
Strummer in the alley, close 
cropped hair, guerilla arm bands 
and stove-pipe pants looked electri- 
cally menacing. The music, of 
course, delive red in a way nothing 
else at the time could. Metal had the 
sonic muscle, but it was just too 
damn goofy to take seriously, while 
a lot of the so-called new wave had 
the look down, but wimped out as 
soon as the needle hit the wax. 

On The Clash, though, cut after cut

introduced you to the loud ’n brutal 
raw-law of rude boys, teds and oi- 
oi-oi anthems that at once rendered 
the rest of your record collection 
pathetic — such was their power. 

It didn’t matter that you could 
barely decipher the thick, faux-cock- 
ney grunt of the vocals; even if you 
could, the dole- queue politics had 
little resonance in the Canadian sub- 
urbs. To quote Bangs once again, the 
fact that “a) I don’t know shit about 
the English class system, and b) I 
don’t care shit about the English 
class system,” didn’t matter. The 
stage had been set for some glorious 
myth making of world-beat out- 
laws, dressed in full Lords of Flatbush 
rockabilly regalia, creating a uni- 
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verse beyond punk, or even all of 
rock for that matter. 

It's telling that the last song, 
“Death is a Star” on their final prop- 
er release, Combat Rock,” spoke of 
“smoking in a dark cinema.” 
Indeed, the epic post-Vietnam opus- 
es “Straight to Hell” and “Sean 
Flynn” owed more to the band’s fas- 
cination with Apocalypse, Now than 
to any anti-war movement, while 
the street warfare Armageddon of 
“Red Angel Dragnet” quoted 
Scorcese’s Taxi Driver verbatim. 

Which maybe the reason the 
Clash, more than any other British 
punk band, were able to penetrate 
North America; they were roman- 
tics who didn’t so much destroy the 


Hollywood rebel myth as reinvent it 
in their own image. But. if you lis- 
tened carefully, let you in on 


the joke, as on “Safe European 
Home,” where Strummer recounts 
his and Jones’ quest for Rasta 
authenticity in Jamaica, only to find 
themselves over their heads ina 
harrowing, violent society with nary 
a Marley-esque “Punky-reggae- 
party” in sij

Like Chuck D admitting, “I never 
really had a gun,” our Marxist 
heroes with a fetish for military 
fashion give us a wink and let us 
know they can’t really take the heat. 
But they tried and came away with 
a good story (18 full- -length sides of 
stories on vinyl i in just five years, in 
fact). 

That's Strummer’s legacy: a stun- 
ning canvas of musical styles, myths 
and legends that few musicians will 
ever equal. Yes, the songs do fade 
away like any others, but the 
promise they hold isn’t of leftist rev- 
olutions and youth uprisings — it’s 
of the possibility to reinvent your- 
self, creating a new sound and 
musical culture along the way. It’ll 
happen again. In the meantime 
those records will always be there... 
and good Old Joe will be whistling 
all the while in the Clash’s riotous, 
ambitious, immortal street parade.

For Parlog, radio play proves a larg- 
er obstacle than the thin selection of 
metal-friendly venues. “I don’t think 
the radio here puts enough time into 
promoting the Edmonton scene,” he 
says, citing his frustrating experiences 
with getting airplay for his 
band.’Even on The Bear, which is 
supposed to support local music, it’s 
very hard to get played. In British 
Colombia, you can be an independent 
band from Edmonton and be played 
on regular radio airplay. Here in 


blues fans will rally to help out. Local 
record producer/label owner Holger 
Peterson has related that blues music 
sales were down in 2002 and all the 
labels hope that trend will reverse itself. 
On the other hand, in Alberta and 
Edmonton specifically the scene is 
resilient. Attendance was up again at 
Edmonton's Labatt Blues Festival. The 
Calgary Blues Festival did weil in its 
inaugural year, and continuing strong 
support at the club and concert level, 
coupled with very strong listener support 
for blues radio, has this observer believ- 
ing that we may yet buck the trends 
being set in the United States. 
No Guff and Donald Ray Johnson, 
oe of Calgary, put out strong, critically 
acclaimed record- 
ings this past year, 
but what about 
Edmonton? Was 
there even one 
“blues” disc 
released in our town 
this year? The other 
area of concern is 
one that has dogged 
the local music 
‘scene in Edmonton: 


Edmonton, the only time you have a 
chance to shine is one hour on Sunday 
nights.” 

Like any band, Aftertaste would 
rather concentrate its energies on cre- 
ativity and creation than runnin 
gauntlet of self-promotion.

they started showcasing live bands 
midway through 1990. In the summer 
of 1991, they brought NoMeansNo to 
town with Dutch anarcho-syndicalists 
The Ex. It’s a show that ranks not only 
as the best concert I've ever seen in 
Edmonton, but stands in my top three 
or four of all time. 

While NoMeansNo were at their 
all-time peak — this was their tour in 
support of Wrong, and their last set of 
dates with guitarist Andy Kerr — it 
was The Ex that set me reeling. Using 
rattletrap homemade percussion, 90° 
guitar lines and sloganeering chorus- 
es, they were the natural bridge 
between the Maoist agitprop of Gang 
of Four ten years earlier and the politi- 
azed chamber music soundscapes of 
Godspeed You Black Emperor! a 
decade later. 

In the intervening years, a number

Hell, I even graced the 
stage myself during my short-lived 
tenure as a rock ‘1’ roll bassist.

WHEN PRIMAL SCREAM TALKING 
head Bobby Gillespie announced that the 
follow-up to 2000's harrowing cultural 
sneer XTRMNTR would be a celebration 
of life, many fans enjoyed a private snick- 
er. Few, however, expected it to be such a 
brutally vicious party. 

As the recent garage rock revival is 
more concerned with being chic than with 
breaking new ground, it's a damned treat 
that the Scream returns to psychedelic 
bewilderment on Evil Heat. Where Kevin 
Shields (formerly of My Bloody Valentine) 
continues to completely disregard what a 
guitar is made to do, ghostly voices try to 
overcome the swarms of threatening 
robot locusts. The acid-house and acid- 
rock roots of Primal Scream’s blissed-out 
1991 LP Screamadéelica are still vibrating, 
and song titles like “Autobahn 66” only 
hint at the album’s audacious blending of 
Kraftwerk blips with MC5 kicks. 

Happiness gleams synthetically in 
every corner, though just superficially 
enough to allow Gillespie's barely hidden 
loathing to squeeze out for stale air. Still 
he suffers from a nihilistic torture, wanti- 
ng to reject the revolting world around 
him while wishing he might better 
embrace its beauty. 

The lyrics about the bombing of the 
Pentagon that sparked some brief contro- 
versial idiocy may be gone from the vio- 
lent centrepiece “Rise,” but its raging, 
political onslaught loses none of its snide 
potency. Then, on “Lord is My Shotgun,” 
featuring the Satanic return of Led 
Zeppelin mutant Robert Plant torturing a 
harmonica, Gillespie grunts about cancer- 
ous minds, death angels and sowing 
some nasty seed. Wow, Bobby. That's a 
celebration all right.

Ry Cooder album, for me, have always 
been like a-great first kiss from an espe- 
cially intense crush: you know that it’s an 
overreaction, but you can't stop your 
knees from buckling.

— well, people will forgive you love- 
drunk giddiness later. Cooder’s latest eth- 
nomusicological journey to Cuba, this 
time a collaboration with Manuel Galban 
(a 40-year hero of Cuban mambo-jazz), is 
no different. The first drum strokes of 
Mambo Sinuendo\ull you like soft waves 
before the opening guitar notes lift you to 
that vacation plane of reality where every- 
thing seems... just... fine. The slow, soul- 
ful surf-guitar sound of “Dru Me Negrita” 
moves through West African picking and 
tight mambo harmonies (“Monte a 
Dentro”) to late-night vacation lounge 
(“Los Twangueros” and “La Luna en tu 
Mirada”), with Cooder’s beloved slide 
(“Bolero Sonambulo”) and an occasional 
circus esthetic (“Caballo Viejo”) also mak- 
ing appearances. It may not quite be lying 
ona warm beach with your beloved, but it 
might very well be better.

MOST HIP HOP ACTS ARE AFFLICTED 
with the compulsion to fill all 74 min- 
utes available to them on the compact 
disc format, resulting in ill-advised 
“skits,” in-jokes and songs that they 
might have thought twice about had 
they only 50 minutes at their disposal. 
Philadelphia's the Roots are a rare 
exception to the rule, keeping the qual- 
ity high for the duration of their long 
albums with thoughtful rhymes, sonic 
experiments, spoken word pieces and 
other bits of business that provide 
continuity between recordings. 

Phrenology, their fifth studio album, 
is the latest installment of this tenden- 
cy, and it's jam-packed with memo- 
rable tunes (ably expedited by a full 
rhythm section, a DJ and an MC), 
intelligent rhymes and surprises out 
the hoop. Unlike their previous album, 
the stellar Things Fall Apart, the guests 
here are a little less conspicuous, fill- 
ing in back-up roles, while Black 
Thought commands the mike. Nelly 
Furtado and Jill Scott contribute guest 
vocals and Alicia Keys appears on 
piano, with Talib Kweli chipping in the 
only guest rhyming (unless you count 
Amiri Baraka, whose spoken word bit 
doesn’t quite count as rapping). The 
most successful collaboration, with 
singer-guitarist Cody Chesnutt, pro- 
duces “The Seed (2.0),” which lyrically 
and musically fuses rock, rap and soul 
into the most memorable cut on the 
album. 

If it doesn’t eclipse the brilliance of 
their last record, Phrenology is at least 
a worthy contribution to the Roots tra- 
dition of sprawling and adventurous 
recorded work.

Remix Rev reminiscences 


THE FIRST WEEK OF EVERY NEW 
Year seems to be a time for intro- 
spection. Reflecting on last year, set- 
ting goals for this year... But, while 
you're at it, also try to remember all 
of the good times you had at the 
Rev/Lush compound this year. On 
Jan.11/03 the Rev will be closing its 
doors forever. Being too young for 
the Bronx days, I still managed to 
spend many nights at Trademark, 
Trauma and Future Funk these past 
few years. The most memorable 
events: 

Plastikman, 1997, The Rev. It had 
been a couple of years since I had 
left the party scene behind; it had 
lost its intimacy for me. I had a 
career to start and UK trance/ pro- 
gressive and hard house were 
becoming the dominating sounds of 
our scene. BUT when I saw the 
posters for the upcoming, 
Plastikman event, I nearly lost my 
mind. The event didn’t disappoint 
either. The room was shrouded in 
black with minimal lighting, as is 
Richie's style. He played versions of 
all of my favorite Plastikman tracks 
and the bass from the punishing 
sound system brought new life to 
the music. Needless to say I started 
going to parties again. 

Coldcut, 2000, The Rev. Lately 
I've found listening to Ninja Tune 
releases are like eating the same fla- 
vored ice cream over and over 
again. But, it’s a label I highly 
respect and when label founders 
Matt Black and Jonathan More (aka 
Coldcut) came to E-town to support 
the label’s 10th anniversary and the 
Xen Cuts box set, they didn’t disap- 
point. The room was packed and 
the vibe was terrific, like the best 
Rev shows. A multimedia caval- 
cade, they had the crowd shaking, 
smiling and thinking to improvised 
versions of “Beats and Pieces,” 
“Timber” and “People Hold On.” 

Jazz City, 2002, The Rev. Having 
a series of groove-oriented jazz 
music at the Rev this past year was 
one of the smartest things Jazz City 
festival organizers have ever done 


— presenting music from Llorca, 
Bullfrog and Herbaliser in an envi- 
ronment more familiar to its fans. 
Not holding it in common Jazz City 
venues like the library theatre or the 
Westin, as in recent years, proved to 
be a massive success. My favorite 
night was the Saturday gig by New 
York’s Antibalas Afrobeat 
Orchestra. Their intense, raw, mini- 
mal funk had the crowd grooving 
for more than three hours at what 
was more of a spiritual experience 
than a concert.

forming seven years ago in New 
York City as she was preparing to 
begin a master’s degree in psycholo- 
gy. It seems the 29-year old Buffalo, 
N.Y. native was destined for the 
business. 

“1 was auditioning for different 
musicals and I started booking work 
right away, so school was put on 
hold,” Mrozik says. “It was kind of 
like an accident that it happened, but 
I'd say a good one!” 

Mrozik is now a career performer 
with such credits to her name as a 
stint as a back-up singer / dancer for 
Sheena Easton and David Cassidy in 
At the Copa, touring, with musical 
theatre productions of Fame 
throughout North America and 
Europe and, most recently, perform- 
ing in Storm, a high-energy cabaret 
at the Mandalay Bay in Las Vegas, 
Nev. 

Fate intervened in Mrozik’s career 
again when she was cast in Saturday 
Night Fever's lead female role, 
Stephanie-searching-for-the-big- 
time-Magano. Four years ago, 
Mrozik auditioned for a different 
role in the show, the needy and 
naive Annette, but another per- 





former was cast. But just as she was 
guided into performing and away 
from studying, it seems playing 
Stephanie was in the cards for 
Mrozik and she loves it 

“{Stephanie] is really fun. [She's] 
an old Brooklyn girl in the process of 
trying to get away from the 
Brooklyn lifestyle. She's trying to 
grow up basically and she’s trying to 
be this different person, trying to 
make the transformation into adult- 
hood, into higher society, I guess,” 

It isn’t easy work, however 
Mrozik says moving from venue to 
venue, city to city, is challenging at 
every stop there are differences that 
she and the other cast members need 
to adapt to so their performances are 
“up to par” every night. Mrozik is 
additionally challenged with keep- 
ing her performances upbeat and 
energetic while acting out some 
rather distressing scenes — the script 
for the stage production stays true to 
the original screenplay and its many 
dark social themes, such as gang vio- 
lence, suicide and sexual assault. 

“We've cleaned up a lot of what 
goes on in the movie for the stage so 
that it can be a PG-13 instead of an R 
show,” Mrozik says.

Benigni might just be the man for the 
job. 

If, on the other hand, you’re consid- 
ering whether Benigni is the guy to co- 
write and then direct a film about the 
most famous puppet-who-would-be- 
boy, then the jury is technically still

out, although it’s certainly headed for 
the door. 

Benigni, a verbally and physically 
gifted performer with bugger all to 
say, frustrates perpetually. He’s gener- 
ally better in someone else’s hands — 
although you'd rather that someone 
else was Jim Jarmusch (Down by Law, 
Night on Earth) than Blake Edwards 
(Son of the Pink Panther). 

What Benigni does have is timing, a 
mostly unerring facilty for delivering 
the nuances of a certain kind of comic 
voice. Breckin Meyer has none of that. 
With only two notes in his register, 
hysteria and hysterical melancholy, he 
provides the overdubbed voice for 
Benigni’s Pinocchio (the movie was 
made in Italian) and comes across as

false at every turn. And he’s not the 
only culprit. Nicoletta Braschi (here 
playing Pinocchio’s guardian fairy) is 
an actress with great natural warmth; 
Glenn Close makes her sound like 
someone who’s affecting maternal 
instinct. We're aslo reminded (had we 
forgotten?) that John Cleese built a 
career on bellowing. A bellowing 
cricket in a tux? Nuh uh. You keep 
hoping that Hamlet will stop the pro- 
ceedings long enough to give everyone 
his signature lecture on speechifying, 
but alas... 

This isn’t to say that the movie oth- 
erwise shows every promise of being a 
treat. It's Benigni’s playground, his 
opportunity to do his thing and to cre- 
ate a fairy tale that feels like a fairy tale 
— there he and his colleagues mostly 
succeed, perhaps because the fantastic 
spaces, though super-saturated with 
color, feel like real spaces rather than 
computer-generated candyfloss. Other 
than that, the film pursues the same 
fairly simple morals that have always 
been part and parcel of the story of 
Pinocchio: good boys go to school, it’s 
lousy to be a donkey and for goodness

sake don’t be sucked in by ridculous 
promises. Of course, if you're thinking 
that adults are already too smart for 
this stuff, you might want to look at 
the papers. 

So is Benigni’s Pinocchio largely a 
failure, or is it a light comedy not quite 
for kids and not quite for adults 
infused with a little visual imagina- 
tion? We just won't be able to tell until 
the DVD comes out and — please, oh 
please — we can turn off the gawdaw- 
ful overdubbing and hear the dialogue 
uttered with a little feeling and a little

GOING IN, I TOLD MYSELF THAT 
if this was half as good as the 
book of the same name on which 
it’s based, I was looking at an easy 
four stars. 


You'll note that’s not the rating 
appearing above. I'll return to the 
book (the marvelously entertain- 
ing autobiography of con artist 
Frank Abagnale Jr., the youngest 
person ever to make the FBI’s 
most wanted list); but in the 
meantime, this is a movie that 
manages to be disappointing on 
its own merits. 

Here, folks, is my least favorite 
Spielberg picture, nudging The 
Lost World from that coveted spot 
in the mental pantheon. The 
underwhelming Jurassic Park 
sequel was a weird mélange of the 
thrilling (the whole trailer / cliff 
sequence) and the forehead-slap- 
ping stupid (that damn gymnast 
girl), Catch Me If You Can is a far 
more consistent film, but while it 
avoids the lows, it sidesteps any 
highs with equal vigilance. 

Not surprisingly, a flatlining 
script signals death for a con-artist 
flick, which relies on bouncing the 
viewer like a basketball. Spielberg 
then compounds the error by for- 
getting that the entire genre cen- 
ters around the payoff, in which 
the web of lies either untangles 
satisfactorily or gets hopelessly 
snarled on itself; not only is there 
no payoff here, but looking back, 
I’m not even sure what the climax 
was supposed to be. 

Whatever it was, I’ll blame 
Leonardo DiCaprio for fouling it 
up. A little under half way 
through, there’s a great scene — 
or at least, what ought to be a 


great scene — in which DiCaprio 
first meets his nemesis, FBI agent 
Carl Hanratty (Tom Hanks, acces- 
sorizing his boredom-laced per- 
formance with what his dialogue 
coach told him was a New 
England accent). The scene 
requires DiCaprio to sweet-talk 
his way out of a delicate situation; 
Mr. DiCaprio’s tongue, however, 
lacks the necessary silver for the 
occasion. Not for a minute is he 
convincing as someone who 
makes a living pretending to be 
something he’s not; I was sure this 
man-child would piss himself,the 
moment anyone questioned his 
credentials as a pilot or doctor or 
whatever else is his guise du jour. 

This role needed a smooth-talk- 
ing George Clooney-type, or per- 
haps the brash and fearless Eddie 
Murphy of the early ‘80s. I'd like 
to point out that Murphy was 
only 22 in Trading Places, far closer 
to the real-life Abagnale’s 16 than 
the 28-year-old DiCaprio, and 
while plying a trade where brains 
and charisma are the only assets, 
Rudy Ray Valentine radiated that 
all-important believability so woe- 
fully lacking here. 

It’s a shame this is such a lousy 
movie because, as I hinted above, 
Abagnale’s life makes for a rip- 
ping good yarn, with its roguish 
hero obviously embellishing a lit- 
tle, but in all the right places. 

Not that Spielberg needs to fol- 
low the book exactly; a movie that 
settled for being as good as Jaws 
the novel would quickly be rele- 
gated to the bottom half of a 
Creature Feature double-bill. But 
here, he’s mashed the source 
material into a dreary, pointless 
mess. Stay home and read the 
book; you'll enjoy its confidence 
games a lot more than the one that 
takes your ten bucks and then 
makes you wait two hours before 
letting you know you've been 
suckered.

loidesque headline “Sect Announces 
Birth of Clone Baby”, how better to 
greet 2003 with four equally surreal 
cult films at Metro Cinema? 

One must applaud the prescience 
of programmer Joel Maendel for 
bringing our sexual / reproductive 
malaise to the forefront with a quar- 
tet of cult classics: Eraserhead, Meet 
the Feebles, Creature from the Black 
Lagoon, and El Topo. 

Like all cult movies, each is a film 
that is better known for its notoriety 
than is actually seen; caricatures of 
what we now consider to be the 
midnight classics. Looking at them 
again with fresh eyes, one thing that 
cult movies have incommon are a 
certain rough artistry and a drive to 
shock. We are delighted and dis- 
gusted. 

In fact, much of the pleasure 
derived from watching most cult 
movies stems from disgust. Our tol- 
erance for the grotesque is tested by 
the various oozing, bleeding, fester- 
ing images. Can you take it? If so, 
welcome to the elite: you are a 
movie geek. 

But are they any good? Hm. 
Interesting, yes. Boundary- yee 
yes. Good? What's good w! 
you've got barfing puppets, fish- 
monsters, wailing baby sheep- 
things, and weird, weird, psychosex- 
ual self-aggrandizement? Bon 

it! 

Creature From the Black Lagoon, like 

all 3D movies, is a little short on 





finesse. It’s a monster movie made to 
pop out at you every once in a while 
and not much more. An expedition 
in the Amazon finds a fish-man 
thing, it attacks a few times and tries 
to abscond with a scientist's girl- 
friend. The temptation largely is to 
stare at the edges of things, waiting 
for the WAH! of the stereoscopic 
effects. Of course, one could say that 
the primordial, reptilian menace of 
the Amazonian creature represents 
some sexual or racial Other, blah 
blah blah. But seriously. WAH! 

The same novelty issue mars Meet 
The Feebles, Peter Jackson’s puppet 
sleaze feature made in 1989. While at 
first the idea of puppets-gone-bad is 
kind of funny, you get pretty tired of 
seeing their awful mascot faces soon 
enough. However, one can imagine 
the savings from not having to use 
synched sound — movie geek, feel 
superior for knowing that much! 
Feebles takes place in a theatre where 
a puppet variety show along the 
same vein as the Muppets is rehears- 
ing for a TV special. Heidi Hippo, is 
having an affair with the company 
manager, the walrus Bletch, who is 
in turn fucking a sexy cat. A new- 
comer, Robert the hedgehog, inno- 
cently romances Lucille the sheep, 
while the lizard knife-thrower deals 
with his drug addictions and subti- 
tled “Nam flashbacks. Needless to 
say, things get pretty gross. It’s All 
That Jazz, in puppet form. 

On the other hand, El Topo strains 
toward the intellectual, referencing 
Bunuel mostly and being chock-full 
of symbolism. El Topo rides into 
town and guns down some bandits. 
He abandons his to some monks in 


favour of the bandit leader’s woman, 


Mara. She presents another chal- 
lenge for him, to prove his manhood 
by killing four “masters”, sharp- 
detets who live in the desert. 
Anyhow, one narcissistic/ lesbian 
love scene later, he repents his 
actions and tries to avenge some 
dwarves. Lots of violence, lots of sex 
and innuendo, but it’s all in the 
name of religious allegory, or so the 
scholars say. But did they really

need to kill all those bunnies? 

Eraserhead was David Lynch’s stu- 
dent film, shot in dirty 16mm black 
and white. Everything dark, oozy 
and gross! Fetus/sperm/ placenta 
imagery. Alienation. Nursing pup- 
pies. Manmade chicken, The cherry 
on top is a skinned sheep baby, 
mewling pathetically, disgusting in 
its time but in this post-ET era, made 
cute. Eraserhead shares a kinship 
with much of Cronenberg’s works in 
the more than mildly misogynistic 
fear of women’s reproductive power 
and a sense of the utter failure of 
industrialization. That's the kernel of 
it, underneath shitty audio and a 
series of painfully long shuffley 
dances by a poodle-faced girl. 
Nevertheless, it’s important in the 
sense that it incubated much of 
Lynch’s style that, love it or hate it, 
still works today.

SCOUNDRELS AND SCALLYWAGS: 


Characters from Alberta’s Past 
By Brian Brennan 
(216 pp, Fifth House Ltd.) 


IN HIS LATEST OFFERING, SCOUNDRELS 
& Scallywags, Brian Brennan capital- 
izes on the success of his last two 
books — Alberta Originals: Stories of 
Albertans Who Made A Difference and 
Building a Province: 60 Alberta Lives — 
to bring readers the stories of 
Albertans who “lived outside the 
boundaries of convention.” In these 
pages we meet many 


in making the province w hat it is 
today. While writing these books, 
Brennan stumbled across the 
eccentrics and the scoundrels hidden 
in our past, either through newspa- 
per articles or from people he met 
along the way. With all these stories 
emerging about people living out- 
side societal norms, Brennan — a 
conventional man — found himself 
living vicariously through many of 
them. 

But while Brennan’s book is an 
interesting read, revealing people 


most of us have never even heard of, 
his journalistic background and 
insistence on reporting only the facts 
means that the book is often stilted 
Many characters don’t come to life 
others flap about aimlessly with no 
comment on their place in the grand 
scheme of Alberta history. In some 
cases the facts become excessive, 
with Brennan focusing on issues 
only indirectly related to a particular 
character, drawing the story com- 
pletely off on a tangent. 

The author readily admits that he 

never had any inten- 





characters from 
Alberta's past, some 
famous and some not 
so, but all in some 
way very publicly dif- 
ferent from the norm. 
There's Wild Bill 
Peyto in the Rockies, 
who left England to 
find some real wilder- 
ness; the King broth- 
ers in the Porcupine 
Hills, who refused to 
pay taxes and lived 
like paupers on a 
property worth more 
than $6 million; KKK 
leader John Maloney, 
who fought to sup- 
press peoples’ rights; 
and fiery Edmonton 
city alderman, Julia 
Kiniski, who fought 
on behalf of the poor. 

Many of these char- 
acters resonate strong- 
ly not only in the 
Alberta psyche, but 
also on the landscape: 
consider Hawrelak 
Park, for example, 
named for former 
Edmonton mayor 
William Hawrelak, 
forced to quit twice 
due to questionable 
land dealings, and 
Pond Centre, in Ft. 
McMurray, named 
after an 18th Century 
fur trader and mur- 
derer.

It is troubling, 
however, that he has 
used only biogra- 
shies written by 
other authors, and 
media articles writ- 
ten by his fellow 
journalists.

Although 
this has only come 
back to haunt 
Brennan once (the

Born in Ireland, Brennan moved 
to Prince George, B.C. in 1966. A job 
brought him to Calgary; and his 
plan to eventually end up in 
Vancouver eventually evaporated. 
In the late stages of his career with 
the Calgary Herald, Brennan discov- 
ered an interest in provincial history, 
making a natural progression from 
historical journalism to historical 
books. He started with Building a 
Province, drawing on his newspaper 
columns for interesting material, The 
success of that book led to Alberta 
Originals, which chronicles the lives 
of Albertans who were instrumental

LONG GONE ARE THOSE HAPPY DAYS 
when local Japanese-food fans were 
untroubled by choice. Now a casu- 
al, off-the-top-of-the-head inventory 
suggests at least two dozen places 
where you can indulge your crav- 
ing for raw fish and the paste of 
that potent relative of the cabbage, 
the wasabi plant. And that doesn’t 
include the ones in mall food 
courts. 

Of course, virtually every place 
purporting to be a Japanese eatery 
offers tempura, and in virtually 
every one of those places tempura 
involves encasing shrimp and veg- 
etables in a brittle and oily crust of 
deep-fried batter. 

So welcome the relatively recent 
arrival, Banzai Japanese Restaurant 
on Calgary Trail. It’s an up-market 
version of those joints where you 
order at the front and then either 
take your grub home or grab a seat 
in. If you choose the latter, you'll 
find yourself in a pleasantly 


appointed dining room, uncluttered 
by culture-specific “atmosphere,” 
where acid jazz refreshingly 
replaces the twang of the shamisen. 

The selection of dishes that we'd 
ordered began to arrive at our table 
in record time, starting with a little 
sushi. The salmon at the heart of the 
salmon maki was evidently more 
for texture than for taste, and 
although the veggie rolls were 
tasty, they were perhaps a bit too 
creamy and overly endowed with 
mayonnaise. The green salad was 
as good as any I've tasted, its miso- 
y dressing flavourful, if a little copi- 
ous relative to the greens, a com- 
mon failing it seems. 

Lordered the tempura udon: the 
serviceably friendly folk at Banzai 
have certainly avoided the problem 
of greasy, crunchy tempura, but 
they may have gone too far in the 
other direction. The batter is aston- 
ishingly thick — more like some- 
thing you'd expect from an apple 
fritter, as it’s perhaps not the most 
flavourful batter. On the other 
hand, it’s not the least bit greasy 
and does a great job of soaking up

the authentically fish-flaked broth, 
which is in and of itself a welcome 
treat, given the marginally 
Japonified consommé in which 
udon noodles swim in some other 
joints. Overall, however, not a bad 
deal at $6.50: 

My dining companion ordered 
the Chicken and Tempura bento 
box ($7.95), whieh; in addition to its 
named components, comes with 
salad and a pair of sizeable, juicy 
spring rolls. The chicken was ten- 
der, but my bud didn’t think much 
of the teriyaki sauce — too bland, 
she thought. She also didn’t care for 


the batter on the tempura; nor did 
she appreciate the fact that, for 
example, the carrot inside the batter 
was cut so thick that she was essen- 
tially trying to bite into a half-inch 
of crispy hot carrot covered in ~ 
dough. 

All told, however, an above aver- 
age effort. Think of Banzai, perhaps, 
as high-end Japanese fast food: it 
might be the first step in weaning 
you off that ersatz Japanese grub 
that you've been gorting down at 
the inexplicably popular discount 
noodle outlet.

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Iwas watching Dr. Phil on television 


the other day with my wife. He was talk- 


ing to a woman who discovered, after 
marrying her husband, that he was a 
cross-dresser, or at least, had cross- 
dressing tendencies. Dr. Phil counseled 
the woman to leave the man because of 
his “perversion,” and told her that no 
one could ever be sexually satisified 
with a cross-dresser for a husband 


because he would always be masturbat- 


ing while wearing her underwear, and 
so on, instead of sexually pleasing her. 

Mind you, the woman had three kids 
with this guy so obviously they got iton 
occasionally, and she actually didn't 
say that they didn’t have sex, only that 
he had brought up the idea of wearing 
her clothes and she was repulsed. Then 
he got the husband on the phone and 
yelled at him for being dishonest. 

From reading your column for a long 
time, | was under the impression that 
lots of people with fetishes live happy, 
productive, sexually fulfilling lives.
